At an 


early hour in the morning a committee from 
thi«"brotherhood called ut the newspaper 
olliCPS and continued this report. The broth- 
erhood, they stutccl, liad received the oflioial 
notification from >"ew York to strike aud 
was prepared. 
Tho committee asked 
a 


dispassionate perusal of the bill o£ their 
demands. 
They asked a suspension of 


opinion 
on the part o£ the newspapers 


of the country, claiming that whatever 
dentorilh'.ation occurred to the. business inter- 
est.-; of the country would bj duo to the tcl-

company alone.

further requostecl that a

from the cities in the crisis, and cs|>ec- 
ially to await furt-livr information before ac- 
cepting any inducements the telegraph com, 
icinies might hold out to them to take tho 
place of the striking telegraphers. Special 
stress is laid on this jioiiit in order that oper- 
ators mav not co:no intu the city under a 
misapprehension of the situation. 
Finally, 


the committee requested all the telegraphers 
who engugo iu the strike to act with calmness 
and deliberation. 


At 2 o'clock in the moriiiug the iiight man- 


ager of tho Wei-torn Union office stated to a 
reporter that the oftiuc had received no addi- 
tional information since tho afternoon news. 
Conflicting rumors were (loating about tho 
rooms, one being th(V; the strike would be in- 
augurated immediately, and another that an 
aiuicnule adjustment would bo reached. Tho 
operators wore at. their instruments, but a 
suppressed excitement showed that they had 
received tho latest uews and were expecting 
to quit their desks at tlse end uf the night for 
some time at least. Members of the brother- 
hood not engaged in night work -were soon, 
aud those confirmed tho report that the order 
to strike had been received. Unless some do- 
cidod action should be taken by the com- 
pany there was every indication at 2 oVloclc 
a. in. that before noon tho struggle between 
tho company aud its operators would begin. 


THE SITUATION IN CHICAGO. 


At no period since the strike of telegraphers 


was threatened was the interest so iuteuse as 
the past tvrcnty-four hours. Tho forty-eight 
hours impliedly given tho companies for tho 
consideration oil the bill of grievances was up 
at 11 o'clock, Chicago tLmo. Tho drift of all 
tho news received early in tho morning was 
that there \vero no indications of a settle- 
ment, aud tin; telegraph companies received 
an unusually largo uurubor of messages for 
transmission from persons who were foar- 
ful

their destination. 
Members of tho brother- 


hood not ou duty gathered around tho corner 
of LaSallo and AVashiugtou streets, and a 
volley of questions was poured at them by 
passing business men aud idloi's who had 
gathered "to see the fun," but all tho ir.ern- 
bors know was that tho word had not yet 
becu received to quit the instruments. The 
scene in tho operators' room on the top floor 
of tho Western Union building did not differ 
from 
ordinary days, and reporters who 


climbed tho stairs to bo on haud when 
the click of the instruments should cease 
were disappointed. 
Supt. Tubbs was there, 


but, as ho is a frequent visitor in tho opera- 
tors' room, his presence excited no comment. 
The telegraphers kept quietly at their work, 
occasionally exchanging a iiod with one 
another to give tho spectators an idea that 
thev knew what was in the wind. Tho hour 
wore ou, and it became evident that the time 
Cor Kio great strike had not yet arrived, and 
a report was started that 1 o'clock would see 
it inaugurated. 


At uoon tho telegraphers and spectators in 


the street below had increased in number, aud 
people continued to gather, awaiting the de- 
velopments which were expected at 1 o'clock. 
No news was received till one of the telo- 
grupliprs stated that tho Now York offices of 
the Western Union were in session, and no 
ordeiTS would bo given to strike till it was 
learned 
what 
action they proposed to 


take. 
About 
this 
time tho board 
of 


trade 
adjourned, 
and 
tho 
members 


rushed out to hear tho latest news. Their 
relief at finding that tho wires were still 
working was groat. Later in tho afternoon 
it -was learned that a committee had been ap- 
pointed by the Western Uuiou company to 
consider the demands of the. operators. The 
members of tho brotherhood received this 
news about as soon as tho local telegraph 
oflicials, and the resolution • and tho names oi 
tlw committee soon followed.

precipitating tho strike?'' was asked of Mr. A. 
J. Morris, president of tho Brotherhood of 
Telegraphers.

It's possible, though, 
that the executive committee is pursuing 
tho wiser course iu giving the company all 
thotiroo it wants.." 


"Will tho brotherhood strike together?'1 


"Not the least doubt of it. Every member 


of the brotherhood will go out when the strike 
comas, and a great many operators who aro 
not members of tho brotherhood. And, 
right hero, I want to correct a statement 
made that one hundred men would remain at 
work. 


There are only thirty operators at work in 


tho "Western Union office hero who are uot 
mombors of, tho brotherhood, and these are 
tho only men that tho company can count on, 
and a largo percentage of theso will follow 
tho brotherhood men out If it comci; to a 
strike," 
.

"How long can you stay out on a strike':" 
' 'A good deal longer than the telegraph com- 


pany. Oar men aro prepared for a long 
stniggle. Away back about tho Bth of March 
it was known that demands for increased 
pay would bo made, and tho boys have been 
preparing for a rainy day. 
A good many of 


the operators want a vacation, and nothing 
would suit them better than to have a strike 
at tlu's season of the year." 


"What is the sentiment of the brother- 


hood!" 


"The brotherhood wonts to avoid a strike 


if possible. It recognizes the fact that busi- 
ness will greatly suffer if telegraph facilities 
are cut oil bj- a strike, but it has been deter- 
mined to sccuro justice from the telegraph 
companies, and, if necessary, a strike will be 
ordered, though with reluctance on account 
of injury to business. We received telegrams 
of congratulation and confidence from Pt. 
Louis, to which I responded that wo intended 
to light it out on tho lino wo had adopted if 
it took all summer." 


Many of the younger operators would pre- 


fer to go out ou a strike r.ow whatever con- 
cessions tho Western Union company may 
make. Thoy have been worked up to such n 
pitch of enthusiasm on tho matter that they 
thing something out to be done, and their 
ideas of the fitness of things can only bo sat- 
isfied by "getting back" at the company for 
past grievances. Said a brotherhood oi>er- 
ator: "This company, which earns over 25 
per cent, on actual capital invested, has 
placed us under all manner of restrictions, 
aud then good men have been ablo to earn 
only from S40 to $70 per mouth without 
working extra. 
Tho company 
is 
sadly 


mistaken if it thinks it can handle its Chi- 
cago business in tho event 
of a strike. 


It 
will have left a fow country 'still's' 


who will bo utterly unable to handle the 
more difficult kinds of business. Just to show 
you how tho company is going to coir.o out, 
let mo toll you what they did in Philadelphia. 
Tho company sent to the country districts 
and imported fcrty operators. 
Seven of 


theso wore thrown out as incompetent, aud 
thirty wore admitted into tho brotherhood, 
leaving tho company just three experienced 
men out of this batch of forty that it can de- 
pend on, and theso three will probably be in- 
duced to join the union. Mattel's are vastly 
dill'erent from what they were when the last 
telegraphers' strike occuijf-oJ." 


"\Vnon was that;" 
"That was in iyu'9, wheu tho telegraphers 


were almost entirely unorganized. Tho boys 
Struck Iccuuse tho telegraphic company haii 
'flrod' two mcu in San Francisco because they 
had joined a Tolegraphors' Protective asso- 
ciation." 


"What was tho result?" 
"Well, tho result was that when the men 


went back to work for tho company they had 
to sign a paper sotting forth tho fact that 
they were not members of tho obnoxious or- 
ganization. There is no doubt that the com- 
pany came out ahoad that time, but tho 
operators were wholly unorganized and ut- 
terly unable to take concerted action." 


'•Is it a fact that tho Baltimore & Ohio 


comJWiuy has offered to compromise on a 10 
por cent, increase in wages?" was asked of 
Mr. McCulloch, local manager^of the Balti- 
uiore & Ohio Telegraph company. 


"Not that I know of. I have heard noth- 


ing authoritative on the matter. Everything 
has been rumor thus far. 
Our men aro less 


dissatisfied, however, 
than tho Western 


Union rnou, but I suppose they will go out if 
the rest do. Wo have fourteen operators cm- 
ployed in our office, and do not know how wo 
could illl their places if a strike should be 
ordered. I do not think tho demands of tho 
executive committee of tho brotherhood will 
bo acceded to, and I suppose the result will 
be that tho men will go out." 


Supt. Tubbs, of tho Western. Union com- 


pany, seemed to be in an especially cheerful 
mood. 
Ha 
understood 
that 
no pro- 


gress had been made 
in 
New York, 


and was of tho 
opinion that in case 


of a strike tho business of tho Chicago 
office would bo carried on very much as 
usual. A largo number of the operators had 
taken occasion to inform him that they wore 
not iu sympathy with tho brotherhood, and 
would stand by tho company. 


Col, dowry thought that in case of a strike 


tho company would have at least 100 men 
who ivould not go out, and ho expected that 
enough others would apply for work to on- 
able the company to handle its business in 
some shape. 


Reports from all tho principal points in the 


country show that the operators arc ready 
and waiting tho word from headquarters to 
striko, and it seems certain that when tho 
word is received they will leave thoir keys. 


AT NEW YORK. 


Nw'YoiiK, July ID.—Tho operators of the 


Western Union and other telegraph companies 
did not striko. No reply has yet been made 
to tho statement of grievances presented by 
the exocutivo committee of tho telegraphers' 
brotherhood Monday, aud members of tho 
executive committee of tho Western Union 
declare that they will not recognize tho 
brotherhood as qualified to speak for any body 
in tho mattors in question. 
The operators 


are reserved, but all those with whom the 
correspondent talked said that tho orders of 
tho executive committee would be implicitly 
obeyed by every member of tho brotherhood. 


Tho Western Union operating-room as the 


hour of 12 o'clock approached was interesting. 
Kew scats were vacant at the tables which 
cover the gallery and main floor of the great 
room in the seventh story, which extends on 
tho Dey street slda to the entire depth of tho 
building. 
The entire number of operators at 


work was 473, of whom 100 wore women, 
nearly all young. A decided uneasiness be- 
came evident among the operators as 12 
o'clock approached. Many faces wore turned 
toward tho onti-aneo, aud evory person who 
entered or departed was closoly scrutinized. 


In tho meantime William J. Deoly, man- 


ager of tho operating department, was inak, 
ing a hurried canvass of tho office at tho re- 
quest of a director. "Seventy-five per cent, 
of tho operators will stand by the company 
in tho event of tho strike," he said, wheu ho 
had completed his task. 


Tho presence of a iium^r of youug and 


middle-aged men, apparently strangers, and 
bearing marks of travel about then- clothes, 
in the different halls of tho building, created 
a good deal of comment. Thoy were tele- 
graphers who had arrived from small interior 
towns, operators out of work, and students of 
th • various colleges, in readiness to avail 
t.-emsolves of tho opportunity to go to work 
thai will present itself in the event of a strike.

In regard to that production, I deain 


to say, in a general way, that its autho 
seems to have acted upon the advice saic 
to have been given by an aped membe 
of the bar to a young lawyer: "When yoi 
arejat a loss for argument, abuse the op 
posing counsel."

argument to justify his assertion, tha

This is "Aliquis' " statement, verbalin 


ct literatim, "A healthy temperance seu 
timent does not exist here at present, o 
•we are mistaken," and here is my repre- 
sentation o£ it (I did not pretend to quote 
it verbatim.) To the effect, that there is 
no healthy temperance sentiment in Or- 
ford, 1 have it with your readers to de- 
cide whether "Veritas" or "Aliquis go 
badly mixed. 


"Aliquis" proceeds to inform ns, tha1 


my assertion, tbat "for thirty years our 
township has voted no license," in view 
of tho fact that license has been granted 
twice within the last ten years, is a "puz- 
zler." He ought to have added, "to me,' 
for it could hardly bo a "puzzler" to any- 
one else. It is a fact so well known in 
Wisconsin thnt oven "Aliqnis" ought not 
to be ignorant of it, that the power of 
granting license is in the hands of the 
"town board." Hence, the only way by 
which the people can vote "no licensei,"is 
by electing a "board" whom they believe 
to be "no license" men. Now, it is in the 
power of the "board" wno have been 
elected by anti-license people to betray 
tho confidence of the voters, and ^ 
license. Therefore, the simple fact that 
license hag been granted, Joes not dis- 
prove that the people voted "no license." 
.In 1S7G, license was granted in this town- 
ship contrary to the wishes of the peo- 
ple. When it became known that license 
had been granted, there was general in- 
dignation throughout the township, aud 
at tho next election, tho two pro-license 
members of the board were permanently 
retired from office. 


The other instance, in 1S72, to which 


"Aliquis" refers, occurred 
under tho 


"Graham law," which was so stringent as 
in the minds of some good people of that 
day to be almost equal to "no license."

But, sir, the question between Aliquis 


and mo is, whether nt the present time 
there is a healthy temperance sentiment 
here, Aliquis affirms that there is not. 
Ho has fail_ed to bring a single proof to 
support this assertion, I claim that his 
assertion is false, and I support my claim 
by the fact that at the present time we 
grant no license, maintain a flourishing 
temperance organization, and support a 
prohibition olub. 


My object in denying Aliquis state- 


ment is to rescue tho people of Spring 
Valley from misrepresentation, and to set 
them before the public in their true 
light. Spring Valley need not blush to 
have her record compared with that of 
any other township in the county, ou the 
question of temperance. Why, sir, so 
healthy was tho temperance sentiment 
here laut year that wo made it exceed- 
ingly unhealthy for three individuals 
•who sought ,to exercise their nghta by 
selling intoxicants contrary to law, and 
they fled to fouler climes, after paying in- 
to the treasury fines to tho amount of 
S115.50, and I believe we aro healthier 
in temperance sentiment to-day than we 
were last y^ar.
